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RESPONSE TO REQUEST FOR CONTINUED EXAMINATION (RCE) 

1 . Claims 1 -1 1 remain for further examination. 

The new grounds of rejection 

2. Applicants' arguments with respect to claims 1-1 1 and cited reference Innes et al 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,754,321) and request for continued examination (RCE) filed on 
October 17, 2005 have been fully considered but they are deemed to be moot in view of 
the new grounds of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
International application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



4. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hanson 
et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,546,425). Hanson's patent meets all the limitations for claims 1- 
1 1 recited in the claimed invention. 



5. As to claim 1 , Hanson et al disclose a system for enhancing connectivity over the 
Internet (see abstract; and figures 1-2s), comprising: a schedule (mobile management 
system/peer system) having shifts of workers in which orders are assigned to be 
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performed; a mobile device (mobile end system) accessing the schedule by an 
application through the Internet; and a proxy (mobile management system) that acts for 
the schedule (peer system) when the mobile device is temporarily disconnected to the 
Internet (figures 1-2s; and column 7 line 29 to column 12 line 20). 

6. As to claim 2, Hanson et al disclose that a bypass mechanism to allow the proxy 
to update the schedule without going through a web server when the mobile device is 
again connected from the Internet (column 8 line to column 9 line 10). 

7. As to claim 3, Hanson et al disclose that the proxy includes a server that services 
the application as if the application were connected to the schedule when the mobile 
device is temporarily disconnected from the schedule (column 7 line 29 to column 9 line 
10; and column 11 line 22 to column 12 line 20). 

8. As to claim 4, Hanson et al disclose that when the mobile device is again 
connected to the Internet, the proxy includes a servlet that communicates with the 
schedule to update the schedule with information generated by the application while the 
mobile device is temporarily disconnected from the Internet (figures 2s; and column 10 
line 66 to column 12 line 20). 
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9. As to claim 5, Hanson et al disclose that proxy includes a database that stores 
information generated by the application while the mobile device is temporarily 
disconnected from the schedule (column 9 line 1 1 to column 10 line 34). 

1 0. As to claims 6-1 0, they are also rejected for the same reasons set forth to 
rejecting claims 1-5 above, since claims 6-10 are merely a method of operations 
performed by the apparatus defined in the claims 1-5. 

11. As to claim 1 1 , it is also rejected for the same reasons set forth to rejecting claim 
1 above, since claim 1 1 is merely a computer program product for controlling the 
apparatus defined in the claim 1 (figure 2; and column 10 line 66 to column 11 line 52).
